British  Standards  Institution,  24  Victoria 
Street,  London,  S.W.i,  recently  published 
B.S.  1 7 15,  "Methods  for  the  Analysis  of 
Soaps."  This  42-page  publication  deals  in 
the  first  part  with  British  Standard 
methods  and  in  the  second  part  gives  a 
translation  of  the  standard  methods  of  the 
International  Commission  for  the  study  of 
fats. 

Amounts    Spent    on    Toilet   Goods. — 

Figures  drawn  up  by  the  Central  Office 
of  Information,  from  a  survey  of  individual 
expenditure  on  hairdressing,  cosmetics  and 
toilet  articles  during  November  1949,  give 
the  average  expenditure  on  cosmetics  and 
toilet  articles  as  is.  4.6d.  per  man  and 
5s.  2.6d.  per  woman.  On  that  basis  the 
estimated  total  expenditure  on  such  goods 
in  1949  was  £80  millions. 

Fireworks  Act. — Under  the  Fireworks 
Act,  1951,  which  became  law  on  August 
1,  the  Home  Office  is  empowered  to  take 
samples  of  fireworks  from  factories  and 
test  them,  and  if  found  dangerous  to  de- 
stroy them  or  render  them  harmless.  With 
certain  exceptions  the  Act  requires  fire- 
works to  be  labelled  with  the  name  of  the 
occupier  of  the  factory  and  the  address  of 
the  factory,  and  makes  it  an  offence  for 
a  trader  in  fireworks  to  obliterate,  remove 
or  alter  the  label. 


Soap  Flakes  Price  Increase. — The  Min 

istry  of  Food  announces  that  the  Soap 
Order,  1950,  has  been  amended  to  in 
crease  the  maximum  retail  price  of  soap 
flakes  sold  loose  from  is.  5d.  to  is.  6d 
lb.  from  August  26.  Manufacturers  may 
submit  for  approval  new  retail  prices  for 
individual  brands  and  packs  of  packeted 
soap  flakes  and  soap  powders.  The  amount 
of  any  increase  approved  is  likely  to  be 
about  ^d.  per  6  oz.  The  increases,  wher 
approved,  will  take  effect  so  soon  as  stock 
at  the  new  prices  reach  the  shops. 

Safety  in  Industry.  —  In  a  paper  or 
"  Safety  Organisation  in  British  Industry 
given  in  London  recently,  Mr.  B.  A 
Inshaw  (industrial  section,  Royal  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents)  said  tha 
the  principles  were  the  same  whatever  tht 
tyDe  of  industry.  First,  there  must  be  sup 
port  uy  the  management.  Secondly,  tht 
work  of  safety  organisation  had  to  be 
centred  in  one  man.  Safety  committee; 
must  function  correctly  for  the  organisa 
tion  to  work  at  all,  and  there  must  be 
regular  inspections  of  plant  and  investiga, 
tions  of  all  accidents.  Propaganda  wa: 
necessary  and  keeping  and  compilation  o 
statistics  must  be  correct.  In  centralising 
the  safety  work  in  one  man,  it  was  n<] 
good  appointing  a  person  who  appearec 
likely  to  become  redundant  because  of  hi 
age,  inefficiency  or  impending  staff  reduc 
tions.  The  first  step  must  be  to  engag< 
an  individual  competent  to  advise  botl 
legally  and  technically  on  safety  require 
ments.

N.H.S.  in  Glasgow. — The  total  cost  of 
the  National  Health  Service  in  Glasgow  for 
the  year  ended  March  31  was  £4,072,501, 
payments  to  chemists  amounting  to 
£1,030,806  for  3,679,943  EC  10  forms. 
Final  payments  had  been  completed  up  to 
September  1949  and  for  April  1950.  The 
highest  payment  to  a  single  company  was 
£129,229  is.  5d.  The  higher  total  of 
EC  10  forms  dispensed  in  January 
(130,000  more  than  for  January  1950)  is 
attributed  to  the  influenza  epidemic.

Tribute  to  Scottish  Secretary. — During 
a  holiday  visit  to  Northern  Ireland,  Dr. 
McCall  (resident  secretary  in  Scotland, 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain) 
and  his  wife  and  son,  were  the  guests  of 
the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  at  a 
dinner  held  in  Belfast  on  August  24.  He 
was  welcomed  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble  (pre- 
sident, Pharmaceutical  Society  of  North- 
ern Ireland  and  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee) who  paid  tribute  to  his  work  for 
Scottish  pharmacists,  particularly  in  the 
proceedings  before  the  recent  arbitration 
tribunal.

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"  OVERAGE 99  IN  AMPOULES 

Under  an  Order  (S.L,  1951,  No,  14.95) 
made  by  the  Home  Secretary,  prescriptions 
for  Dangerous  Drugs  in  ampoules  may 
specify  the  total  quantity  intended  to  be 
administered  or  injected.  The  Order  sub- 
stitutes for  subparagraph  (e)  of  paragraph 
(2)  of  Dangerous  Drug  Regulation  8  the 
following  two  paragraphs:  — 

"  (e)  if  the  preparation  prescribed  is  a  re- 
cognised preparation,  or  if  all  the  preparations 
contained  therein  are  recognised  preparations, 
specify  the  total  amount  of  the  preparation  or, 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  each  preparation  or, 
when  the  preparation  is  packed  in  ampoules, 
either  specify  as  aforesaid,  or  specify  the  total 
amount  of  the  preparation,  or,  as  the  case  may 
be,  of  each  preparation,  intended  to  be  ad- 
ministered or  injected; 

(f)  if  the  preparation  prescribed  is  not  a 
recognised  preparation,  specify  the  total  amount 
of  the  drug  to  be  supplied,  or,  where  the  pre- 
paration is  packed  in  ampoules,  either  the  said 
total  amount  or  the  total  amount  intended  to 
be  administered  or  injected." 

The  following  words  are  added  at  the  end 

of  paragraph  (2)  :  — 

"  In  this  paragraph  the  expression  '  recognised 
preparation  '  means  a  preparation  contained  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  or  any  formulary  issued  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  for  the  purposes  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  (b),  or,  as 
the  case  may  be,  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
the  purposes  of  the  National  Health  Service 
(Scotland)  Act,  1947  (c)." 

The  following  paragraph  is  added  after 
paragraph  (7)  of  Regulation  11:  — 

"  (8)  Where  a  duly  qualified  medical  practi- 
tioner, registered  dentist,  registered  veterinary 
surgeon  or  person  registered  in  the  Supplemen- 
tary Veterinary  Register  in  pursuance  of  the 
Veterinary  Surgeons  Act,  1948  (d),  obtains  or 
supplies  any  drug  or  preparation  packed  in 
ampoules,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  complied 
with  the  requirements — ■ 

(a)  of  paragraph  (1)  of  this  Regulation  in 
regard  to  entry  in  the  register  required  to 
be  kept  under  the  said  paragraph  of  true 
particulars  with  respect  to  every  quantity  of 
every  drug  or  preparation  obtained  or  sup- 
plied, or 

(b)  in  the  case  of  a  medical  practitioner 
supplying  drugs  or  preparations  to  any  person, 
of  paragraph  (2)  of  this  Regulation  in  regard 
to  entry  in  the  day  book  referred  to  in  the 
said  paragraph  of  particulars  of  any  drug  or 
preparation  supplied  by  him, 

if  he  enters  as  the  amount  which  he  has  obtained, 
or,  as  the  case  may  be,  supplied,  true  particulars 
as  to  either  the-  total  quantity  of  the  drug  or 
preparation,  or  the  total  quantity  thereof  in- 
tended to  be  administered  or  injected." 
The  Order  does  not  alter  the  requirement 
that  entries  in  Dangerous  Drug  registers 


must  be  an  accurate  record  of  the  actual 
quantities  obtained  or  supplied.

Thoughts  from  Kent 

Ashford  in  Kent  has  provided  the 
material  for  your  second  instalment  of 
"What  chemists  are  thinking1'  (pp.  255- 
57).  Most  of  those  interviewed  had  some- 
thing to  say  about  National  Health  Ser- 
vice dispensing.  In  two  instances  it  was 
mentioned  that  shops  had  to  be  kept 
j"  open  "  till  after  the  usual  hour  of  closing, 
in  order  to  accommodate  customers  bring- 
ing prescriptions.  No  remuneration  has  so 
far  been  forthcoming  for  this  voluntary 
Service,  and  the  chance  of  receiving  any 
addition  to  monthly  cheques  is,  I  suppose, 
negligible.  Another  speaker  called  attention 
to  difficult  calculations  done  at  the  request 
Df  accountants.  A  third  chemist  referred 
to  pressure  on  doctors  by  unscrupulous 
patients,  resulting  in  unnecessary  prescrib- 
ing. The  general  work  of  a  pharmacy, 
when  it  came  into  the  talks,  was  the  sub- 
ject of  sound  observations.  In  two  cases  it 
was  noted  that  highly  educated  pharmacists 
were  less  adapted — or  less  adaptable — to 
retail  business  than  those  of  lower  academic 
itatus.  This,  I  fear,  is  a  trouble  that  does 
not  lessen  with  the  passing  of  time.  Why 
should  not  training  and  studies  for  exam- 
nation  be  good  all  round,  and  include 
msiness  knowledge  wherever  a  commercial 
:areer  is  contemplated?  Territorial  repre- 
entation  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
:eutical  Society  received  as  much  approval 
tt  Ashford  as  it  did  at  Southend  a  few 
veeks  earlier  :  this  is  a  question  on  which

I  IVakley's  Campaigns 

The  article  of  Mr.  Laurence  Dopson  on 
I  PP-    253-54    calls    attention    to  Thomas 
jWakley's  campaign,  launched  in  1851,  for 
)>urer    drugs.     In    view    of   the    state  of 
I  nalysis  of  organic  substances  a  hundred 
I  rears  ago,  not  much  reliance  can  be  placed, 
I    think,  on  the  reformer's  remarks  on  three 
amples  of  laudanum.  This  comment,  how- 
ver,  does  not  detract  from  the  merit  of 
Vakley  as  a  pioneer  in  initiating  reforms, 
ften  in  face  of  determined  opposition.  In 
818,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  or  there- 
bouts,  he  started  a  medical  practice  in  the 
"ity  of  London,  removing  to  Regent  Street 
1  the  following  year  and  to  Norfolk  Street, 
trand,  in  1823,  in  which  year  he  founded 
The  Lancet."   Almost  from  the  outset  of 
is  journalistic  career  he  was  involved — 
Ot  unwillingly,  it  seems— in  controversy 


with  hospital  surgeons :  he  published  some 
of  their  lectures  without  sanction,  and 
severely  criticised  their  methods.  One  of 
Wakley's  campaigns  culminated,  in  1827, 
in  a  petition  to  Parliament  to  abrogate  the 
charter  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons. 
From  1836  to  1842  the  office  of  his  paper 
was  in  Essex  Street,  now  the  headquarters 
of  your  own  and  other  long-established 
journals.  As  a  member  of  Parliament  (from 
1836  to  1852)  he  introduced  or  supported 
several  efforts  to  correct  injustices ;  and 
one  outcome  of  his  "  Lancet  "  reports  on 
inferior  foods  and  drugs  was  the  Adultera- 
tion Act  of  i860. 

Scottish  Library  Exhibition 

The  account  on  p.  236  of  the  Scottish 
Festival  Library  Exhibition  is  of  consider- 
able interest.  The  James  Gregory  of  1753- 
182 1  is  too  well  known  to  need  further 
remark  ;  but  a  few  notes  on  Archibald  Pit- 
cairne  and  William  Buchan  may  be  appro- 
priate. Pitcairne  is  remembered  chiefly,  if 
not  entirely,  for  his  advocacy  of  the  appli- 
cation of  mathematics  to  medicine  ;  he  had 
a  fondness  for  that  subject  amounting 
almost  to  an  obsession.  In  1695  he  was 
ridiculed  in  a  book  entitled  "  Apollo 
Mathematicus :  or  the  Art  of  Curing  Dis- 
eases by  the  Mathematicks,  According  to 
the  Principles  of  Dr.  Pitcairne ;  "  and  a 
pamphlet  of  a  similar  character  appeared. 
The  full  title  of  the  edition  of  Buchan's 
"  Domestic  Medicine  "  shown  in  Edinburgh 
differs  somewhat  from  that  of  the  first 
edition  (1769).  As  I  need  hardly  remind 
your  Scottish  readers,  nineteen  editions  of 
this  work  appeared  before  Buchan's  death 
in  1805,  and  others  followed.  Buchan  was 
frank  in  discussing  the  limitations  of  his 
profession  ;  he  wrote  :  "  We  find  that  most 
of  the  real  improvements  in  medicine  have 
either  been  the  effect  of  chance,  or  have 
been  made  by  persons  not  bred  to  physic." 
His  list  of  "  such  simple  drugs  and  medi- 
cines as  ought  to  be  kept,  at  least  in  every 
gentleman's  family  "  comprised  forty-nine 
items.  Glimpses  of  social  conditions  of  the 
period  are  often  surprising  to  anyone  not 
versed  in  such  studies.  Buchan  noted,  for 
example :  "  Stays  are  the  very  bane  of 
children.  .  .  .  The  madness  in  favour  of 
stays  seems,  however,  to  have  been  at  a 
height  ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  world 
will,  m  time,  become  wise  enough  to  know, 
that  the  human  shape  does  not  solely  de- 
pend upon  whale-bone  and  bend  leather."

The  Birmingham  analyst's  report  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1951   shows  that  out  of 
thirty-six  informal  samples  of  halibut  liver 
oil,  nine  were  incorrect;  out  of  twenty 
informal  samples  of  halibut  liver  oil  cap- 
sules, twelve  were  incorrect;  out  of  twenty 
informal  samples  of  vitaminised  oil,  fifteen 
were  incorrect;  and  out  of  fourteen  infor- 
mal samples  of  vitaminised  oil  capsules, 
six  were  incorrect.  The  city  analyst  de- 
votes a  separate  short  report  to  the  results 
of  the  analyses  of  those  samples,  because 
[of  their  "  somewhat  startling  character " 
and  because  the  method  of  sampling  dif- 
fered in  several   cases  from  the  normal 
lone  in  that,  instead  of  taking  one  sample 
of  a  preparation  from  one  shop,  a  whole 
series  of  samples  of  the  same  brand  of  oil 
or  capsule  was  taken  from  a  lar?e  number 
of  different  premises.  That  gave  a  better 
chance  of  finding  out  how  the  ordinary 
purchaser  would  fare  if  he  bought  a  par- 
Iticular  brand.  The  report  states  that  of 
Itwenty  samples  of  A  and  D  vitaminised 
oil,  fifteen  had  seriously  deteriorated,  some 
being  entirely  worthless.  Most  of  the  pre- 
parations were  manufactured  by  firms  of 
the  highest  reputation,  and  "  the  state  of 
affairs  revealed  by  the  examination  was  as 
much  of  a  shock  to  them  as  it  was  to  the 
city  analyst's  department."  The  analyses 
were  conducted  by  means  of  a  modern 
type  of  spectrophotometer,  and  the  true 
/itamin  A  contents  were  evaluated  by  the 
use   of   correction    formulae    and,  where 
necessary,    of    statistical    methods.  One 
sample  of  halibut  oil  capsules  proved  to  be 
15  per  cent,  deficient  of  the  4,500  units 
of  vitamin  A  per  capsule  guaranteed  on 
the  carton.      The  makers,  on  being  in- 
formed, stated  that  inadvertently  oil  of  the 
1934  B.P.C.,  which  had  no  definite  stan- 
dards, had  been  used  in  manufacture.  An- 
other sample,  guaranteed  to  contain  4,500 
units  per  capsule,  was  45  per  cent,  defi- 
:ient.    The  manufacturers  confirmed  the 
analysis  and  agreed  that  the  deficiency  was 
hie  to  the  oxidation  of  the  vitamins  as  a 
esult  of  over-long  storage.     Some  of  the 
)ils  had  been  in  stock  at  the  retailers'  pre- 
nises  since    IQ34;   none  was   later  than 
1948.  *  ' 

In  the  Birmingham  analyst's  report  for 
he  fourth  quarter  of  1 950,  six  samples  of 
irugs  out  of  ninety-seven  proved  incorrect. 
Vn  eye  lotion  which  should  have  con- 
pined  zinc  sulphate  0.1    per   cent,  con- 


tained only  0.05  per  cent.,  the  remainder 
of  the  zinc  having  been  precipitated  as 
zinc  borate.  A  sample  of  salicylic  acid 
ointment  was  deficient  by  20  per  cent, 
because  the  salicylic  acid  was  not  uni- 
formly distributed  throughout  the  batch. 
A  sample  of  5  gr.  sodium  salicylate  tab- 
lets contained  an  average  of  3.5  gr.  in 
each  and  nine  out  of  twenty  deviated 
from  the  average  weight  by  more  than 
5  per  cent.  The  remaining  incorrect 
samples  were :  Sal  volatile  (deficient  in 
free  ammonia);  disinfectant  (label  offen- 
ces) ,  and  Seidlitz  powder  (double  strength 
instead  of  the  B.P.  article).

Off-ration  Tea. — At  Thames  magistrates' 
court,  recently,  Mrs.  Louisa  Joyce  Cowig, 
proprietor  of  a  shop  described  as  a  chem- 
ist's shop  at  42  Rhodeswell  Road,  London, 
E.14,  pleaded  guilty  to  unlawfully  acquir- 
ing 6  lb.  of  tea  value  22s.  Various  persons 
pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of  unlawfully 
acquiring  tea  from  Mrs.  Cowig  at  the  rate 
of  7s.  per  lb.  She  was  fined  £20.  The 
other  defendants  were  each  fined  £5. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fine.  —  At  Old  Hill, 
Staffs,  recently,  Shelley's  (Chemists),  Ltd., 
with  registered  offices  at  36  Caldmore, 
Walsall,  were  summoned  on  two  counts 
alleging  the  sale  of  poison  at  their  pre- 
mises at  Five  Ways,  Cradley  Heath,  with- 
out a  prescription.  For  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  it  was  stated  that  when  an  in- 
spector examined  the  register  at  the  shop 
he  saw  two  entries  at  the  end  of  1950  for 
sleeping  tablets  which  were  said  to  have 
included  a  drug  originally  classed  as  a 
Schedule  I  poison.  He  asked  to  see  the 
authority,  but  the  manager  said  he  had 
only  taken  over  in  January  and  did  not 
know  anything  about  the  sales  made  by 
the  previous  manager,  who  was  a  phar- 
macist. For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that 
the  sales  were  made  on  two  dates  to  the 
same  person.  In  1049  a  new  regulation 
made  it  necessary  not  only  for  the  type 
of  drug  affected  to  be  registered  in  the 
poison  book  but  also  that  it  should  not  be 
supplied  without  a  medical  certificate.  Un- 
happily that  tightening  of  the  regulations 
appeared  to  have  escaped  the  notice  of 
the  then  manager,  A  fine  of  £2,  with 
£3  3s.  costs,  was  imposed.

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STUDENTS  IN  CONFERENCE  AT  COPENHAGEN 


After  a  week  in  camp  at  a  rural  Folk 
High  School  (equivalent  to  an  adult  edu- 
cation centre)  twenty-two  kilometres  to  the 
north  of  Copenhagen,  the  forty-five  or  so 
students  from  many  countries  who  had 
made  the  camp  their  centre  for  tours  to 
Elsinore  and  other  parts  of  the  island  of 
Zeeland  moved  into  the  capital  for  the 
second  world  conference  of  the  Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical  Students'  Federa- 
tion, August  20-23.  At  the  camp  they  had 
had  lectures  arranged  by  the  Danish  Soc- 
iety (the  body  corresponding  in  Denmark 
to  the  British  Council  in  Britain)  on  Danish 
contributions  to  the  campaign  against 
tuberculosis,  the  Danish  Red  Cross,  Den- 
mark's anthropological  expedition  to  the 
Himalayas,  modern  music,  and  other  cul- 
tural subjects. 

Official  Opening 

At  the  official  opening  of  the  Conference 
on  August  20,  109  students  were  present, 
representing  student  bodies  in  Australia, 
Austria,  Belgium,  Denmark,  Eire,  Finland, 
Great  Britain,  Holland,  Israel,  New  Zea- 
land, Norway,  South  Africa,  Sweden  and 
Switzerland. 

The  President  (Mr.  Sidney  J.  Relph) 
reviewed  the  work  of  the  Federation, 
which,  he  said,  had  three  tasks  to  perform 
— the  study  of  international  friendship 
among  pharmaceutical  students  and  the 
promotion  of  student  exchanges  on  the 
widest  possible  basis ;  close  study  of  stu- 
dents' problems  ;  and  the  organisation  of  a 
clearing-house  of  information.  Mr.  Relph 
suggested  a  number  of  modifications  to  the 
constitution,  one  of  which  (the  extension 
(from  four  to  seven  years  of  the  period 
during  which  past-students  might  hold 
office)  was  later  adopted.  "Behind  all  our 
work,"  he  concluded,  "  is  the  principle  that 
we  as  future  pharmacists  have  great  re- 
sponsibilities. Our  work  is  to  guard  the 
health  of  the  public.  That  is  our  only 
guide.  ...  As  professional  men  and  women 
we  must  not  be  influenced  by  any  manner 
of  outside  pressure.  No  profession  can 
flourish  unless  it  is  directed  by  its  own 
members :  unless  it  controls  its  system  of 
education  and  exercises  professional  discip- 
pline."  Other  speakers  at  the  opening 
session,  which  was  followed  by  a  conducted 
tour  of  the  Royal  Danish'  School  of  Phar- 
macy, were  the  Rector  of  the  School  (Pro- 
fessor C.  Faurholt),  Dr.  E.  Host-Madsen 
(president   of   the   International  Pharma- 


ceutical Federation)  and  Mr.  Bent  Folt- 
mann  (chairman  of  the  reception  com- 
mittee). 

The  morning  session  next  day  was  divi- 
ded between  addresses  on  "  International 
Standards  of  Sera  and  Vaccines  "  by  Dr. 
Thorvald  Madsen  (former  president  of 
the  League  of  Nations  Hygiene  Commis- 
sion) and  on  "  The  Relation  between  Heat 
and  the  Stability  of  Drugs  "  by  Professor 
Aage  Schou  (Scandinavian  Pharmacopoeia 
Council).  The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  a 
symposium  on  pharmaceutical  education 
opened  by  Mr.  Koos  Bosman,  Holland, 
using  material  collected  by  national  stu- 
dent bodies  on  such  aspects  as  apprentice- 
ship before  or  after  academic  training, 
University  or  other  education,  the  place  of 
cultural  studies  in  curricula,  etc. 

On  August  22  Mr.  A.  R.  G.  Chamings, 
B.Pharm.,  Ph.C,  related  "The  Cortisone 
Story."  Cortisone  and  ACTH,  he  said  were 
not  only  themselves  wonderful  therapeutic 
agents,  but  pointed  the  way  to  a  vast 
field  of  research  into  the  chemistry  of  the 
suprarenal  and  pituitary  glands.  Dealing 
after  lunch  with  "  More  than  Fifty  Years' 
Work  for  an  International  Pharmacopoeia," 
Professor  H.  Baggesgaard  Rasmussen 
(a  member  of  the  International  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission),  outlined  the  advances 
made  towards  an  International  Pharma- 
copoeia under  the  auspices  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation,  and  described  the 
principles  adopted  for  the  construction  of 
international  pharmacopoeial  names. 

Officers  for  1951-52 

During  the  Conference  four  meetings 
were  held  of  the  Council,  and  at  the  gen- 
eral assembly  the  officers  for  the  year  were 
elected  as  follows: — President,  Mr.  Fran- 
cois Milliet,  Switzerland;  Vice-president, 
Mr.  John  Drapkin,  South  Africa;  Secre- 
tary-general (and  delegate  to  I.P.F.),  Mr.  S. 
J.  Relph,  Great  Britain;  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Lund  Nilsen,  Denmark  ;  Liaison  Secretary, 
Mr.  Koos  Bosman,  Holland.  Holland  was 
decided  upon  as  the  venue  for  the  next 
conference,  and  France,  New  Zealand, 
South  Africa  and  West  Germany  were  ad- 
mitted as  new  members.  Each  country  was 
urged  to  appoint  a  local  liaison  secretary, 
and  measures  were  adopted  for  furthering 
student  exchanges,  and  for  attracting  new 
members.  An  official  dinner  was  held  in 
the  students'  club,  Copenhagen,  on  August 
22.

CIVIC  OPENING  FOR  A 

A  large  central  pharmacy  in  New  George 
Street,  Plymouth,  built  for  Timothy  Whites 
&  Taylors,  Ltd.,  was  ceremonially  opened 
on  August  1 6  by  the  lord  mayor  of 
Plymouth,  who  was  accompanied  by  the 
lady  mayoress  and  civic  dignitaries.  The 
company  was  represented  by  Mr.  G.  I. 
Rushton  (vice-chairman  and  managing 
director),  Messrs.  J.  J.  Sainsbury  and  R. 
C.  Gibb  (directors),  and  Messrs.  A.  Bailey 
and  S.  R.  Dawson  (general  managers). 

The  new  pharmacy  has  been  built  as 
part  of  the  post-war  reconstruction  of  Ply- 
mouth, where  before  the  war  the  company 
had  four  branches  —  the  first  opened  in 
1906  —  all  of  which  were  destroyed  by 
enemy  action  (a  fifth,  purchased  as  a  re- 
placement during  the  war,  was  destroyed 
after  a  week's  occupancy).  In  the  new 
pharmacy  a  dispensing  service  is  provided 
daily  until  10  p.m.  and  for  four  hours  on 


PLYMOUTH  PHARMACY 

Sundays.  The  premises  include  a  surgical 
fitting  room,  cine  demonstration  room  and 
beauty  parlour.  The  shop  doors  are  of 
armoured  glass  and  the  floor,  the  first  of  its 
type  to  be  laid,  is  of  Dunlop  Semplex  de- 
corative tiles.  Illumination  is  by  indirect 
fluorescent  "  daylight  "  lighting,  supple- 
mented by  lighting  wells  down  the  centre 
of  the  shop.  Display  cases  are  floodlit. 

The  temperature  of  the  atmosphere 
of  the  main  ground  floor  shop  is 
maintained  at  63°F.  with  filtered  air  enter- 
ing through  ceiling  grilles,  and  stock  rooms 
are  maintained  at  55 °F.  Within  the  shop  the 
manager's  office  is  planned  to  give  him  a 
full  view  of  activity  at  the  counters.  Win- 
dow accessories  are  in  a  concealed  area 
behind  the  windows.  A  lift  to  all  floors 
minimises  the  handling  of  heavy  merchan- 
dise. On  the  top  floor  is  a  rest  room  for 
staff. 
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CACHETS 

WHEN  para  amino  salicylic  acid  came 
into  use  in  the  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis of  certain  types,  various  methods  of 
presenting  it  were  tried  before  Herts  Phar- 
maceuticals, Ltd.,  Welwyn  Garden  City, 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  cachet  was 
the  dosage  form  ideally  suited  to  the  drug. 
Previously  the  cachet  was  principally  a 
vehicle  for  powdered  drugs  prepared  ex- 
temporaneously in  the  pharmacy. 

The  quantity  of  PAS  cachets  required 
obviously     made     the     familiar  cachet 
"  machine,"  although  ideal  for  its  purpose, 
about  as  much  use  to  the  manufacturer  as 
a  spade  would  be  for  digging  a  ten-acre 
field.     The   company,   which   was  mainly 
responsible  for  introducing  the 
drug  into  the  materia  medica 
so   far    as    Britain    was  con- 
cerned, found  in  France 
home     of     the  cachet, 
machine  for  continuous 
duction,  and  installed  a 


ery  of  eight  machines  which  arc 
now  in  full  use,  turning  out  quan- 
tities that  would  appear  astron- 
omical by  the  method  of  the  prac- 
tising pharmacist. 

Reduced  to  its  fundamentals,  the 
machine  consists  of  a  container  to 
hold  the  reserve  of  powder, 
compressor  for  making  soft  tablet- 
shaped    "  plugs  "    of    the  cachet 
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contents,  and  two  rotating  discs,  rather  like 
telephone  dials.  In  one  of  the  discs  the 
girl  operator  places  the  base  of  a  cachet 
into  each  hole  in  turn.  The  machine  dis- 
charges into  it  the  soft  plugs,  rotates  it  and 
turns  it  into  the  position  at  which  the  lid 
is  automatically  applied.  The  completed 
cachet  is  then  ejected  into  one  of  the  re- 
ceivers shown  at  floor  level  in  the  first 
illlustration.  A  closer  view  of  the  filling 
operation  is  given  in  the  lower  left-hand 
illustration.  In  its  passage  down  the  chute 
the  cachet  passes  over  a  selector  which 
automatically  rejects  underweight  cachets, 
and  periodically  an  operator  again  checks 
the  weight  of  the  cachets  independently  on 
a  chemical  balance. 

When  made,  the  cachets  have  to  be  pro- 
tectively packed  to  maintain  them  in 
perfect  condition.  They  are  not  structurally 
weak.  Quite  the  reverse,  in  fact,  as  was 
demonstrated  to  the  writer  when  the  works

heat-sealed  in  tens  in  transparent  poly- 
ethylene bags.  Counting  is  automatic,  by 
means  of  a  machine  devised  and  construc- 
ted in  the  works  and  illustrated  in  the 
centre  of  the  page.  From  a  hopper  the 
cachets  are  marshalled  into  ten  parallel 
grooves,  down  which  they  descend.  The 
operator  with  her  left  hand  fits  a  trans- 
parent bag  on  to  a  mouthpiece  opening 
on  to  a  channel  at  the  foot  of  the  slope. 
With  the  right  hand  a  lever  is  pressed  that 
simultaneously  releases  into  the  channel 
the  cachet  at  the  foot  of  each  column  and 
slides  all  ten  leftward  into  the  bag.  The 
open  end  is  at  once  heat-sealed  by  a 
second  girl  and  the  bags  are  boxed  in  tens 
and  fifties. 

The  right-hand  illustration  shows  one 
aspect  of  the  cachet  room.  In  the  rear  are 
two  of  the  cachet-filling  and  sealing 
machines.  Around  the  table  are  two  girls 
sealing  one  end  of  the  bag  to  hold 
the  cachets,  two  girls  filling  the 
cachets  into  the  bags,  and  two 
giving  the  final  heat  seal. 

The  tremendous  output  of 
cachets  that  has  been  described  is 
not  the  whole  of  the  company's 
activities  in  the  field  of  tubercu- 
losis. PAS  is  also  supplied  as  pow- 
der, as  enteric-coated  tablets,  as 
5  per  cent,  and  io  per  cent,  am- 
poules for  injection,  as  io  per 
cent,  cream  and  as  jelly  for  injec- 
tion.

Vitamin  Capsule  Deficiencies 

The  recently  issued  report  of  the  Birming- 
ham city  analyst  (see  p.  271)  is  disquieting. 
Of  a  total  of  ninety  samples  of  oils  and 
capsules  advertised  as  containing  specified 
amounts  of  vitamin  A,  no  fewer  than  42 
per  cent,  were  deficient,  many  of  them 
very  seriously  so.  One  sample  of  A  and  D 
vitaminised  oil  which  had  been  manufac- 
tured by  a  reputable  firm  was  found  to  be 
100  per  cent,  deficient  in  its  vitamin  con- 
tent and  in  a  completely  solid  state.  In  his 
report  the  city  analyst  suggests  that  the 
chief  causes  of  the  deficiencies  were  oxida- 
tion due  to  length  of  storage  after  manu- 
facture, inferior  oils — qualified  by  a  later 
statement  that  the  oils  supplied  to  manu- 
facturers during  the  war  were,  in  many 
cases,  of  inferior  quality  and  vitamin  con- 
tent— improper  bottling,  and  careless 
treatment  by  retailers. 

Whilst  the  sale  of  vitamin  products  is 
not  confined  to  chemists,  it  is  not  unlikely 
that  some  of  the  incorrect  samples  were 
obtained  at  chemists'  shops,  and  although 
the  advice  of  the  analyst :  "  Retailers 
should  not  use  stock  for  window  displays 
which  is  later  to  be  sold  to  the  general 
public,  and  should  not  store  such  material 
in  a  cupboard  or  drawer  over  a  radiator," 
3ught  to  be,  so  far  as  chemists  are  con- 
:erned,  an  emphasis  of  the  obvious,  it  loses 
nothing  of  importance  for  being  again 
"epeated. 

The  analyst's  suggestion  that  packages 
should  be  labelled  with  the  latest  date  on 
vhich  they  should  be  sold  is  worthy  of 
•onsideration  by  manufacturers,  in  view  of 


the  fact  that  some  of  the  samples  recently 
purchased  were  seventeen  years  old. 

Overseas  Trade  in  July 

United  Kingdom  exports  in  July  amounted 
to  £222.2  millions,  a  recovery  from  the  low 
June  figure  to  a  level  7  per  cent,  above 
the  average  for  the  first  half  of  the  year, 
although  about  £8  millions  below  the  peak 
values  recorded  in  April  and  May.  A  fur- 
ther increase  in  export  prices  partly 
accounted  for  the  higher  value  of  exports 
but  the  volume  also  recovered.  Imports 
during  the  month,  valued  at  £358.5  mil- 
lions, continued  at  the  high  level  of  recent 
months,  and  brought  the  total  for  the  first 
seven  months  of  the  year  to  £2,215.1 
millions  (48  per  cent,  more  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  last  year).  Exports 
of  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes  and  colours  re- 
covered to  £12.5  millions  against  £11.5 
millions  in  June,  and  although  below  the 
peak  May  figure  were  13  per  cent,  higher 
than  the  average  for  the  first  half  of 
the  year.  There  was  a  decrease  of  £0.9 
million  in  the  imports  of  chemicals,  etc. 
India  (£1,218,333);  Australia  (£726,767); 
Brazil  (£642,383)  were  the  principal 
buyers.  Drugs,  medicines  and  medical  pre- 
parations exported  amounted  to  £2,965,268 
— second  only  to  the  record  total  of  May 
(£3,210,528).  The  month's  exports  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  at  £711,200  established 
a  record;  India  (£98,217)  was  the  largest 
buyer.  Exports  of  aspirin  amounted  to 
£70,756,  thus  maintaining  the  high  level 
set  in  June  (£70,5 1 2).  The  value  of  insulin 
exports  was  about  the  same  as  in  June  : 
£31,592  against  £33,341- 

The  value  of  penicillin  salts  (£392,345) 
was  lower  than  in  the  preceeding  month 
(£401,026)  although  the  volume  exported 
was  greater  (2,140,351  mega  units  against 
2,096,391).  Toilet  soap  exports  were 
£236,604  against  £306,048  in  June  and 
£120,173  in  July  1950.  Perfumery  and 
toilet  preparations  (excluding  perfumed 
spirits,  essential  oils  and  soap)  amounted 
to  £578,100  of  which  tooth-paste,  tooth 
powder  and  liquid  preparations  for  dental 
purposes  amounted  to  £144,023.  8,454 
gall,  of  perfumed  spirits  were  exported, 
valued  at  £96,174  and  exports  of  essential 
oils  (other  than  turpentine)  were  £1 15,451. 
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A  Five-year  Plan  Bears  Fruit 

Although  since  July  we  have  given  de- 
tails of  many  price  changes  in  the  field  of 
pharmaceutical  products  —  most  of  them, 
unfortunately,  in  an  upward  direction — a 
section  of  those  included  under  "  Price 
Changes"  this  week  (p.  277)  is  in  a  special 
category,  representing  reductions  resulting 
from  a  change  of  manufacturing  policy 
deliberately  carried  out.  "  Rationalisa- 
tion," or  mechanisation,  in  a  pharmaceu- 
tical factory  must  involve  a  difficult  de- 
cision, heavy  capital  outlay  and  much  dis- 
location in  production  while  it  is  being 
put  into  effect,  especially  in  face  of  the 
delays  inseparable  nowadays  from  obtain- 
ing new  machinery  and  plant.  Neverthe- 
less, it  must  mean  in  the  long  run  much 
less  costly  production  for  items  in  sufficient 
demand  to  warrant  its  installation.

VETERINARY 

Testosterone  Proprionate  Externally. — 

Gray  ("Veterinary  Record,"  1 95 1 ,  63, 
293-94)  reports  on  the  clinical  use  of  testo- 
sterone proprionate  ointment  in  animals. 
CEstrus  was  induced  by  local  application 
within  the  vulva  in  a  mare,  though  injec- 
tions of  Lutormone  had  previously  been 
ineffective  in  a  cow  and  in  four  bitches. 
Application  to  the  perineal  region  of  a 
male  Alsatian  dog  resulted  in  disappear- 
ance of  symptoms  of  retarded  sexual  de- 
velopment. 

Turkeys  Poisoned  by  Foxglove.— Parker 
("  Veterinary  Record,"  195 1.63.4 16),  de- 
scribes the  poisoning  of  two-thirds  of  a 
flock  of  100  turkeys  by  the  common  fox- 
glove (Digitalis  purpurea).  The  crop  of 
one  dead  bird  was  opened  and  the  leaf 
contents  were  microscopically  examined, 
pieces  of  leaf  being  identified.  Pupils  were 
dilated,  and  convulsions  were  observed 
immediately  prior  to  death.  Treatment 
began  with  surgical  removal  of  the  crop 
contents,  followed  by  nursing.  Only  three 
of  the  treated  birds  died.  In  all,  ten  tur- 
keys were  lost.  The  author  suggests  that 
an  excess  of  cod-liver  oil  may  have  caused 
nausea,  followed  by  a  depraved  appetite, 
but  the  poisoning  also  followed  a  sudden 
change  from  pellet  to  mash  feeding.  The 
example  was  in  any  case  probably  set  by 
a  few  and  followed  by  the  remainder.

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EXPEDITION  TO  NIGERIA,  1949-50

THE  object  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council's  expedition  to  Nigeria,  1949- 
50  was  to  collect  plant  materials  that 
might  prove  useful  in  the  synthesis  of  corti- 
sone, and  especially  to  discover  the  source 
and  identity  of  the  mysterious  seeds  which

sarmentogenin,  a  substance  known  to  be  of 
value  as  a  starting-point  for  that  synthesis. 

Nature  of  Problem 

The  seeds  had  posed  a  major  problem 
to  research  workers  for,  though  they  were 
generally  believed  to  have  been  obtained 
from  a  Strophanthus  species,  the  identity 
of  the  species  had  not  been  ascertained,  nor 
as  it  definitely  known  from  which  part 
of  the  world  the  seeds  had  come.  Subse- 
quent efforts  to  rediscover  the  source  of 
sarmentogenin  had  been  unsuccessful,  and, 
as  time  passed,  hopes  of  rediscovery  seemed 
to  become  more  remote.  Strophanthus  is  a 
large  genus  of  apocynaceous  shrubs  and 
climbers,  widely  distributed  over  Tropical 
Africa  and  Asia,  and  containing  a  con- 
siderable number  of  very  imperfectly  known 
species,  so  that  any  attempt  to  find  the 
seed  of  a  particular,  unlocalised,  doubtfully 
identified  plant  was  bound  to  be  an  un- 


promising quest.  Nevertheless,  it  was  clear 
that  the  problem  of  sarmentogenin  could 
only  be  solved  by  further  search,  and  by 
the  collection  of  additional  material  that 
could  be  definitely  identified  and  localised. 

The  Medical  Research  Council  had  de- 
cided that  Nigeria  would  be  a  suitable  area 
for  such  investigations;  ac- 
commodation had  been 
kindly  offered  by  the  Prin- 
cipal of  University  College, 
Ibadan,  and  the  expedition 
— a  party  of  three,  compris- 
ing Dr.  R.  K.  Callow,  Mr. 
W.  Reid  and  myself — de- 
parted from  England  on 
November  7,  1949,  to  stay 
in  Nigeria,  with  our  head- 
quarters at.  Ibadan,  for  the 
succeeding  six  months.  I 
had  been  seconded  from  the 
Royal  Botanic  Gardens, 
Kew,  to  assist,  as  a  sys- 
tematise with  the  identifica- 
tion of  material  collected, 
and  to  obtain  specimens  for 
the  Kew  herbarium. 

Forest  Search 

The  first  few  weeks  were 
spent  examining  the  high 
evergreen  coastal  forest  be- 
tween Ibadan  and  Benin, 
and  the  results  were  not 
particularly  encouraging,  for 
though  six  Strophanthus  species  were  seen 
(S.  sarmentosus,  S.  hispidus,  S.  preussii, 
S.  barteri,  S.  gracilis,  S.  gratus),  they  were 
present  only  in  small  quantity,  and  most  of 
them  without  either  flowers  or  fruit.  In 
addition,  the  nature  of  the  vegetation  im- 
posed further  difficulties,  for  we  found  that 
all  the  older  and  more  mature  Strophan- 
thus vines  climbed  to  such  great  heights, 
and  were  so  inextricably  intertwined  with 
the  dense  forest  undergrowth',  that  it  was 
practically  impossible  to  obtain  fruits  with- 
out resorting  to  tree-felling,  for  which  we 
had  neither  time  nor  equipment.  If,  how- 
ever, the  prospects  of  a  rich  Strophanthus 
harvest  were  unlikely,  there  was  an  abun- 
dance of  interesting  plant  material  in  the 
forest  area.  Funtumia,  one  of  the  rubber 
trees,  Holarrhena,  Conopharyngia,  Rau- 
rvolfia  and  Alstonia  were  all  in  plenty,  to- 
gether with  a  seemingly  endless  variety  of 
other  Apocynacece  and  Asclepiadaceae,  the 
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two  families  which  we  felt  were  most  likely 
to  provide  clues  to  the  sarmentogenin 
problem.

Our  attention  was  then  turned  from  the 
forests  to  the  savannah — the  grass-covered 
country  that  extends  across  the  greater 
part  of  middle  and  Northern  Nigeria — for 
it  should  be  remembered  that  the  West 
African  rain-forest  is  scarcely  more  than  a 
narrow  coastal  strip,  which,  in  Nigeria, 
seldom  extends  more  that  150  miles  inland. 
The  savannahs  were  also  disappointing  at 
first ;  they  did  not  contain  the  wealth  of 
vegetation  to  be  seen  in  the  forests,  and 
Strophanthus  was  represented  by  two 
species  only,  S.  sarmentosus  and  S.  hispi- 
dus, neither  of  which  was  in  flower  at  the 
time  of  our  visit,  so  that  it  was  easy  to 
pass  them  unnoticed  amongst  the  low 
savannah  bush.  When,  however,  the  flower- 
ing season  commenced  towards  the  end  of 
January,  S.  sarmentosus  became  one  of  the 
outstanding  floral  features  of  the  area,  fes- 
tooning trees  and  rocks  with  sprays  of 
creamy-yellow  and  crimson  flowers,  and 
readily  recognisable  even  from  a  distance. 
We  found  that  S.  sarmentosus  had  a  curi- 


ously uneven  distribution,  abundant  ir 
some  areas,  and  yet  apparently  missin 
from  similar  ground  elsewhere.  Its  ecologi- 
cal requirements  were  also  obscure,  for  w 
met  it  in  the  most  varied  habitats,  some- 
times in  high  riverine  forest,  often  in  lo 
savannah  woodland,  and  not  infrequentl> 
as  a  sprawling  bush  on  dry  rocky  hills 
Protection  from  fire  is  perhaps  the  con- 
trolling factor,  for  where  the  grasslands 
had  suffered  severe  annual  burning,  as  ha 
happened  over  great  areas  of  Northerr 
Nigerian  countryside,  S.  sarmentosus  was 
generally  absent,  or  else  restricted  tc 
ground  which,  for  one  reason  or  another 
had  escaped  the  fires.  The  large  horned 
fruits  of  S.  sarmentosus  take  twelve  month* 
to  mature,  and,  in  consequence,  accompan> 
the  succeeding  season's  flowers  on  the 
vines.  In  the  southern  forest  area  flowering 
and  fruiting  begins  in  January,  but  the 
date  advances  as  one  travels  north,  and  ir 
the  extreme  north,  just  south  of  th 
Sahara,  ripe  fruits  and  flowers  are  nol 
available  until  late  March.  We  also  dis- 
covered that  the  northern  form  of  S.  sar- 
.  mentosus  differed  from  the  southern  fores 
form  in  having  smaller  leaves  and  flowers. 
The  two  forms  are,  however,  connected  b> 
others  intermediate  morphologically  an 
chemically,  and  the  temptation  to  give 
them  taxonomic  distinction  should  be  re- 
sisted pending  further  examination. 

Strophanthus  hispidus  also  occurs  in  con-I 
siderable   abundance,   particularly  in  the! 
middle  savannah  zone,  where  it  is  cultiva-I 
ted   for   the   manufacture   of  the  arrowT 
poison  still  commonly  used  by  many  tribesJ 
We  found  the  natives  quite  ready,  in  thel 
majority  of  cases,  to  sell  their  harvests  oil 
hispidus  seed,   and   an   ample   supply  oil 
material  was  soon  obtained.    S.  hispidusl 
varies  almost  as  much  as  S.  sarmentosus  inl 
the  size,  shape  and  colour  of  its  fruits,  but! 
as  most  of  our  material  came  from  culti-l 
vated  plants,  it  was  not  possible,  as  with 
S.  sarmentosus,  to  correlate  variation  with 
geographical  distribution. 

Yield  of  Sarmentogenin 

The  specimens  of  various  plants  brought 
back  to  England  are  still  being  investigated 
chemically,  but  it  can  be  said  that  S.  sar-\ 
mentosus  seeds  collected  in  the  northern  I 
areas  yield  sarmentogenin  and  allied  com4 
pounds  and  are  undoubtedly  similar  to  the1 
material  from  which  earlier  workers  iso- 
lated sarmentogenin  (R.  K.  Callow,  R.  D. 
Meikle,  and  D.  A.  H.  Taylor,  "  Chemistry 
and  Industry,"  1951,  17,  336). 
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WILLIAM  CULLEN,  1710-90

WILLIAM  Cullen,  one  of  the  first 
persons  in  Britain  to  treat  chem- 
istry as  a  scientific  subject,  would 
have  been  useful  as  an  assistant  in  a 
chemist's  shop.  As  a  young  man,  in  about 
the  year  1730,  he  attended  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Murray,  apothecary,  Henrietta  Street, 
London,  and  his  employer  was  extremely 
satisfied,  informing  a  friend  that  he  had

never  seen  a  young  man  so  diligent  as  Mr. 
Cullen,  "  for  that  every .  moment  of  his 
time,  which  was  not  employed  in  the 
business  of  the  shop,  was  devoted  to  read- 
ing and  study." 

But  Cullen  did  not  long  remain  dis- 
pensing drugs.  Instead,  he  embarked  upon 
a  notable  career  as  a  teacher.  He  it  was 
who  persuaded  William  Hunter  to  take  up 
medicine  :  who  taught  and  inspired  that 
eminent  chemist  John  Black  ;  and  who  had 
among  his  other  students  William  Wither- 
ing, who,  with  his  monograph  on  digitalis, 
introduced  cardiac  glycosides  into  modern 
medicine. 

To  Cullen  largely  falls  the  credit  for 
founding  the  medical  school  at  Glasgow 
University,  whilst  his  influence  with  stu- 


dents who  came  from  America  to  study 
under  him  materially  affected  the  early 
development  of  medical  education  in  the 
United  States.  As  an  eminent  chemical 
teacher  and  respected  physician,  the 
breadth  of  his  outlook  and  interests  is 
shown  by  his  having  been  the  first  person 
in  Scotland  to  investigate  the  mechanical 
principles  in  the  construction  of  ploughs. 
At  an  age  past  that  at  which  most  men 
retire,  Cullen  did  not  hesitate  to  become 
a  professor  of  medicine.  He  published  a 
monumental  Materia  Medica  at  the  age  of 
seventy-nine. 

Early  Experience  in   a  Shop 

Born  in  17 10  at  Hamilton,  William 
Cullen  was  educated  there  and  at  Glasgow 
University.  After  a  two  years'  apprentice- 
ship to  a  Glasgow  doctor  he  went  to  Lon- 
don where  he  obtained  an  appointment  as 
surgeon  on  a  merchant  ship.  On  returning 
from  that  voyage  he  worked  at  Mr. 
Murray's  shop,  the  18th-century  equivalent 
of  a  chemist's.  He  returned  to  Scotland 
about  1732,  and,  as  his  father  and  elder 
brother  were  now  dead,  he  had  to  provide 
for  his  younger  brothers  and  sisters,  which 
he  did  by  practising  medicine.  When,  a 
little  later,  he  was  left  a  small  legacy,  he 
used  it  to  take  further  study,  first  in 
general  literature  and  philosophy  with  a 
clergyman  at  Rothbury,  Northumberland, 
and  later  in  medicine  at  Edinburgh.  That 
completed,  he  returned  to  Hamilton,  and 
from  his  ledgers  or  "  shop  books "  it  is 
clear  that  he  was  employed  there  as  a 
doctor  by  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Hamil- 
ton, and  indeed  by  most  of  the  other  gen- 
try. Those  shop  books  are  preserved  in  the 
library  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians 
of  Edinburgh,  and  they  show  that  Cullen 
bought  certain  drugs  wholesale  from  the 
"  Chymicall  Laberatory  at  Edinburgh," 
among  them  tinctura  antimonialis,  oil  of 
cinnamon  and  sal  ammoniac  crystals.  From 
the  local  druggist  shop  at  Hamilton,  kept 
by  a  Mrs.  Johnston,  Cullen  obtained  a 
variety  of  herbal  extracts,  and  such  things 
as  white  arsenic  and  gum  benzoin.  His 
charges  to  the  Duchess  of  Hamilton  in- 
clude "  2  ownces  of  senna,  is."  and  "  a 
glass  of  hysteric  drops,  6d." 

When  Cullen  had  newly  settled  in  that 
practice,  a  young  friend,  who  had  been 
educated  for  the  Church  but  was  in  doubt 
whether  to  continue  with  that  career,  asked 
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Cullen's  advice.  "  Dr.  Cullen's  conversation 
soon  determined  him  to  lay  aside  all 
thoughts  of  the  church,  and  to  devote  him- 
self to  the  profession  of  physic."  The 
young  man's  name  was  William  Hunter, 
and  it  was  from  Cullen  that  Hunter  had 
his  first  lessons  in  medicine.  It  would  be 
difficult  to  over-estimate  the  value  to  medi- 
cine of  William,  and  still  more  of  his 
brother  John,  who  might  not  have  taken 
up  the  profession  had  not  the  former  done 
so  on  Cullen's  recommendation. 

In  November  1 74 1 ,  Cullen  married 
Anna  Johnstone,  daughter  of  the  minister 
of  Kilbarchan,  and  three  years  later  he 
moved  to  Glasgow.  There,  in  1 746,  he 
started  to  lecture  on  the,  Theory  and  Prac- 
tice of  Physic.  In  so  doing  he  became  a 
founder  of  the  Glasgow  medical  school, 
for,  although  there  had  been  professors  pre- 
viously, they  had  not  taught.  Lectures  on 
chemistry  were  to  have  been  given  by  a 
colleague,  but  he  became  ill,  and  Cullen 
undertook  those  also.  Students  attending 
the  medical  class  were  few,  but  the  number 
taking  the  chemistry  lectures  was  con- 
siderable, and  it  is  interesting  to  read 
that  the  classes  were  open  "  not  only  for 
the  medical  students,  but  for  the  general 
students  of  the  University,  and  for  gentle- 
men engaged  in  any  business  connected 
with  chemistry."  Art  students,  therefore, 
as  well  as  medical  and  science  students, 
attended  them,  and  one  cannot  help  re- 
gretting that  that  is  no  longer  the  case. 

In  his  first  address  to  the  students  of 
chemistry,  Cullen  remarked  that  "  the  first 
chemists  were  not  only  persons  of  a  low 
taste,  but  they  also  affected  to  be  myster- 
ious, and,  therefore,  introduced  a  number 
of  uncouth  terms  which  cannot  now  easily 
be  got  quit  of,  and  it  is  quite  necessary 
you  should  be  acquainted  with  the  mean- 
ing of  them."  In  another  introductory 
lecture  Cuilen  described  chemistry  as  "  this 
necessary  part  of  physic  that  is  also  one 
of  the  most  entertaining." 

Laboratory  Equipped 

At  the  start  of  his  second  session  at 
Glasgow  in  1748,  Dr.  Cullen  distributed 
to  the  students  a  printed  plan  of  the  course, 
in  which  he  set  out  a  systematic  arrange- 
ment of  the  subject.  He  persuaded  the 
University  to  allocate  £52  to  equip  a 
chemical  laboratory — a  sum  later  raised  to 
£136.  Thereafter  £20  was  granted  annu- 
ally for  maintenance.  One  of  Cullen's 
students  at  Glasgow  was  John  Black,  who 
studied  and  worked  with  him  for  six  years. 


It  was  to  his  teacher  that  Black  dedicatee!*] 
his  famous  thesis  of  1 754,  describing  fol 
the  first  time  the  properties  of  what  wail 
later  termed  carbonic  acid. 

Cullen  himself  carried  out  experiment! 
on  the  variations  of  temperature  resulting! 
from  different  chemical  combinations,  anc| 
his  other  interests  included  a  scheme  foil 
the  purification  of  common  salt  and  th(l 
chemistry  of  agriculture.  The  minutes  foil 
1 755  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  th( 
Encouragement  of  Fisheries,  Arts  and  Manu- 
factures  in   Scotland,   record   that  "three

suits  of  table-linen  had  been  given  as  a 
present  to  Dr.  William  Cullen  for  his  in- 
genious observations  on  the  art  of  bleach- 
ing." In  addition,  Cullen  had  a  large  medi- 
cal practice,  much  of  it  in  the  country 
around  Glasgow  and  therefore  involving 
considerable  travelling,  not  to  mention  that 
he  now  had  the  cares  of  a  large  growing 
family.  One  can  well  understand  that  he 
should  write  in  1751  that  he  hardly  had  an 
hour's  leiiiure. 

In  1755  Cullen  moved  to  Edinburgh, 
and  started  lecturing  in  chemistry  there 
in  January  1  756.  In  July  he  was  formally 
appointed  full  professor  of  chemistry.  The 
change  from  Glasgow  to  Edinburgh  was 
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not  an  easy  one  for  a  family  man  to  make. 
It  meant  giving  up  an  existing  practice 
and  starting  a  new  one  from  nothing. 
There  was  no  salary  attached  to  the  pro- 
fessorship— only  the  student's  fees.  For 
his  first  course  in  chemistry  at  Edinburgh, 
Cullen  had  just  seventeen  students,  but 
during  the  second  course  the  number  rose 
to  fifty-nine.  Thereafter  it  continued  to 
increase,  the  greatest  number  in  one  session 
being  145.  Cullen's  medical  practice  also 
soon  thrived.  Early  in  his  career  at  Edin- 
burgh, Cullen  prepared  a  course  of  seven 
lectures  on  the  history  of  chemistry  which 
he  gave  by  way  of  preparing  students  for 
the  general  course  in  that  science. 

In  1757  Cullen  undertook  in  addition  to 
deliver  clinical  lectures  to  medical  students 
at  Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary,  and  two  of 
his  professorial  colleagues  were  induced 
to  join  him  in  giving  them.  A  new  stimulus 
to  the  teaching  and  studying  of  medicine 
in  Edinburgh  was  given  by  that  action.  It 
is  not  possible  here  to  discuss  Cullen  as  a 
teacher  of  medicine,  though  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  trials  made  by  him  in  the 
wards  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  led  to  the 
introduction  to  the  materia  medica  of  this 
country  of  cream  of  tartar,  hyoscyamus, 
James's  powder,  and  tartar  emetic. 
'  In  1766  Cullen  was  appointed  Professor 
of  the  Institutes  of  Medicine  and  on  the 
same  day  his  former  pupil,  Dr.  Black,  suc- 
ceeded him  as  professor  of  chemistry,  a 
petition  asking  the  Town  Council  to  make 
the  appointments  being  signed  by  160 
students.  In  1773  Dr.  Cullen  was  made 
professor  of  the  practice  of  physic.  He  was 
now  sixty-three,  but  that  was  not  even  the 
only  position  which  Dr.  Cullen  undertook 
in  the  year  1773,  for  he  was  also  elected 
president  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phy- 
sicians. During  his  term  as  president,  he 
assisted  in  the  preparation  of  a  new  edi- 
tion of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Edinburgensis. 
Among  the  changes  made  in  this  edition 
were  the  omission  from  the  catalogue  of 
medicinal  substances  of  those  which  it  was 
considered  no  longer  necessary  for  the 
apothecary  to  keep,  and  the  transfer  to 
the  list  of  several  compounds  which,  it  was 
felt,  the  apothecary  could  procure  better 
from  the  manufacturer  than  he  could  make. 

In  1776  Cullen  published  another  popu- 
lar textbook,  "First  Lines  of  the  Practice 
of  Physic."  It  had  a  wide  circulation 
throughout  Europe,  "  and  not  only  raised 
his  reputation  very  high,  but  enriched  him 
considerably,  as  it  is  said  to  have  pro- 
duced upwaids  of  £3,000  sterling." 


Treatise  of  Materia  Medica 

When  he  was  advanced  into  his  seven- 
ties, Cullen  began  the  preparation  of  his 
"  Treatise  of  Materia  Medica."  Every  day 
he  would  rise  at  a  quarter  to  seven — and 
it  can  be  very  cold  in  Edinburgh  at  that 
time — and  from  then  until  q  a.m.  he  would 
dictate.  All  his  leisure  during  three  sum- 
mers, when  there  were  no  lectures  to  be 
given,  he  devoted  to  that  task,  and  he  also 
worked  on  it  when  the  snow  piled  up  in  the 
"  wynd "  where  he  lived,  in  the  murky 
darkness  of  a  winter's  evening.  Cullen 
wrote  and  rewrote  passages  of  the  treatise. 

Finally,  the  last  occupied  the  whole  of 
one  volume.  The  "  Materia  Medica,"  in 
two  volumes,  appeared  in  1  789,  when  Cul- 
len was  seventy-nine.  He  then  planned  to 
write  yet  a  further  book,  on  diseases  of 
women  and  children. 

Cullen  had  had  his  triumph,  but  he  had 
had  his  struggle  and  trials  too.  His  wife 
had  died  in  1786,  and  he  never  really 
overcame  that  bereavement ;  he  had  been 
treated  badly  by  John  Brown,  who  was 
the  founder  of  the  Brownian  system  that 
had  a  vogue  for  a  time,  and  who  pirated 
Cullen's  work.  He  had  tried  to  obtain 
the  professorship  of  natural  history  and 
afterwards  that  of  botany  for  his  son 
Henry,  and  in  both  cases  had  been  dis- 
appointed ;  then  his  publisher  died.  The 
next  book  was  never  written. 

Recognition  from  Overseas 

At  the  opening  of  the  1789-90  session  at 
the  University  in  October,  Cullen  started 
to  deliver  his  course  of  lectures,  but  he 
could  not  continue  them.  On  December  30 
he  resigned.  He  was  formally  re-elected, 
but  another  professor  was  appointed  as  his 
assistant.  At  least,  however,  it  did  not  fall 
to  Cullen  to  have  praise  given  to  him  only 
in  his  obituary  notices.  From  January  1, 
1790,  addresses  were  sent  to  his  bedside 
from  various  learned  bodies,  including 
overseas  societies,  congratulating  him  on 
his  life's  work  ;  on  January  8,  the  Lord 
Provost,  magistates  and  Council  of  Edin- 
burgh voted  to  give  him  an  engraved  piece 
of  plate,  value  fifty  guineas,  in  recognition 
of  their  esteem  ;  and  a  meeting  of  pupils 
and  former  students  and  admirers  was 
held  on  January  12.  He  died  on  February 
5,  1790.  At  his  request  he  was  buried  at 
Kirknewton,  in  an  enclosure  surrounded 
by  the  roofless  walls  of  the  old  parish 
church.  His  grave  is  maintained  by  the 
Royal  College  of  which  he  was  one-time 
president.

Tab.  Dextro-amphetamin.  Sulph. 

Sir, — "To  supply  or  not  to  supply? — 
that  is  the  question."  How  much  longer 
is  this  vexed  problem  to  remain  un- 
answered? Some  authorities  state  that  tab. 
dextro-amphetamin.  sulph.  is  a  drug  of 
addiction,  others  that  it  is  not.  A  supply  is 
allowed  on  poison-book  signature  to  a 
known  person,  but  the  container  must  be 
labelled  "  Caution,  it  is  dangerous  to  take 
this  preparation  except  under  medical 
supervision."  This  leads  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  to  express  the 
opinion  that  the  product  should  be  on 
prescription  only.  This  is  the  ideal  situa- 
tion— but  it  should  be  made  a  legal  obli- 


gation. I  have  been  told  I  do  not  know 
the  rules  when  I  have  refused  to  supply 
and  a  supply  has  been  obtained  elsewhere. 
Even  if  I  point  out  that  the  refusal  is  for 
the  patient's  own  good,  the  customer  still 
considers  it  a  reflection  on  my  ability  as  a 
pharmacist.  I  consider  it  time  that  this 
state  of  uncertainty  was  abolished.  Can- 
not the  Society  direct  members  to  supply 
only  on  prescription  those  drugs  to  which 
this  labelling  order  applies  or,  better  still, 
can  we  have  these  drugs  on  S.4  where  the 
position  is  sound  and  unassailable  ?  The 
supply  of  Anthisan,  etc.,  created  identical 
difficulties  until  the  step  of  placing  these 
drugs  on  S.4  was  at  last  taken  and  the 
supply  position  immediately  clarified.

FIFTY  YEARS  AGO 

Apprenticeship  Changes 

(From  the  C.  &  D.,  August  31,  1901). 
Apprenticeship  has  been  a  good  deal 
modified  during  the  past  half-century, 
especially  in  the  matter  of  premiums.  But 
.  .  .  the  supply  of  youths  entering  the  busi- 
ness does  not  seem  to  diminish.  Formal 
indentures,  I  should  think,  have  been 
abandoned  to  a  considerable  extent.  Out- 
door service  is  becoming  more  common, 
and  the  disposition  to  enter  offices  and 
secure  some  wages  from  the  outset  will 
before  long  compel  the  adoption  of  the 
Scotch  system  in  England  of  paying  some- 
thing in  the  way  of  salary.  The  openings 
for  sharp  lads  in  other  directions,  as  shown 
in  the  article  referred  to,  have  multiplied 
immensely  of  late  years,  but  the  prospects 
are  not  entirely  in  favour  of  the  clerkships. 
It  may  seem  fine  for  a  youth  to  get  admis- 
sion to  a  bank,  or  an  insurance  office,  or  in 
a  merchant's  business,  or  with  a  stock- 
broker. If  he  is  one  of  those  fellows  who 
will  make  his  way  under  any  circumstances 
this  may  be  the  best  start  for  him.  But 
the  vast  majority  of  clerks  remain  salaried 
clerks  all  their  lives,  and  are  lucky  if  they 
reach  £250  or  £300  a  year.  The  majority 
of  apprentices  to  businesses,  however,  be- 
come masters  themselves  in  their  early 
manhood,  and  generally  acquire  a  smaller 
or  larger  "  property  "  which  runs  of  itself. 
The  income  may  be  much  the  same  during 
the  greater  part  of  life  ;  but  the  difference 
in  security  and  substantiality  becomes  very 
appreciable  when  old  age  comes  on.

Although  news  from  Korea  and  the  Mid- 
dle East  countries  during  the  week  was 
less  favourable,  markets  on  the  whole  re- 
mained dull.  Some  manufacturers  of 
Chloral  hydrate  increased  their  prices 
by  6d.  per  lb.  Glutamic  acid  is  reduced 
from  114s.  to  85s.  per  kilo.  With  corres- 
ponding reductions  in  the  Acid  hydro- 
chloride and  Mono  sodium  salts. 

Fears  that  all  drug  supplies  eman- 
ating from  Jamaica  might  become  scarce, 
following  the  recent  hurricane,  caused 
many  buyers  to  seek  spot  supplies.  Sar- 
saparilla  is  now  unobtainable  on  the 
spot,  and  shipment  offers  have  been  with- 
drawn pending  news  of  the  crop  at  ori- 
gin. It  is  thought  unlikely  that  Ginger 
from  the  Island  will  be  affected ;  No.  2 
on  the  spot,  however,  is  rather  scarce. 
The  forward  position  of  Jamaican  Quas- 
sia is  also  obscure.  East  African  (Mom- 
basa) Chillies  are  firmer  forward,  but 
spot  and  shipment  quotations  of  Sierra 
Leone  are  somewhat  easier.  Forward 
prices  for  Portuguese  Ergot  remain  at 
around  44s.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  Colombian 
Ipecacuanha  holds  very  firm ;  there  are 
no  offers  of  Nicaraguan.  Lanolin  con- 
tinues in  short  supply.  Makers  and  users 
are  watching  the  present  wool  sales  in 
Australia  in  case  any  price  reduction  in 
that  commodity  will  cause  a  reduction  of 
the  present  level  of  £150  per  ton  for  an- 
hydrous lanolin.  Menthol  has  eased  still 
further,  80s.  to  81s.  per  lb.  (duty  paid)  being- 
quoted  for  Chinese.
